Strotcliing across Iho north of Italy, 
from which it iw separated by tho Po 
throughout nearly tho whole extent 
ol its conrso, lion tho Lombardo Vono- 
tian Kingdom, which on tlio breaking 
up of tho French Enipirj in I8l5 was 
eatabliHiicd by tho allied sovoro'gns 
and given to Austria, who had lost 
ber Flemish posaesf-ioiiB. In 18-j8, 
having revolted froia Austria, the 
Lombardo Venetian Kingdom joined 
Charles Albert, King of Sardinia, who 
being defeated at tho battle of Novara, 
the Lombardo Venetian ICingdom be-» 
came once iniiro subject to Austria, 
and CliarloH Albert abdicated in favor 
of hi.s son, Victor Emmanuel. From 
that time to the preaont great joalousj' 
Las existed between Austria and Sar- 
dinia, and it in within the memory of 
moht ot Ud how, after tho battles of 
Montcbello, Palostro, Magenta and 
Solferino, in all of which Austria was 
defeated, tho treaty of Villa Franca, 
July 12, 1859, concluded peace bo- 
tvvoen AuBlria, Franco, and Sardinia, 
one condition of the treaty being that 
iiorabardy should be coded to Sardinia. 
Within this Lombardo • : Venetian 
Kingdom, lies tho famotiB Quadri^ 
lateral, so frequently alluded tO'in tho 
briet-warof 1859, and likely to form 
the battle ground in the present strug- 
gle^ between the ItaliahBiand: Aus-- 
trians. The term is given to the four 
strong fortresses of Peschiora, Verona, 
Legnago, and Mantua, marking, as 
they do, the angles of the Quadrilat^ 
eral; 'Fesohi'era, the north- west'oorner, 
built on an island in the Mincio, lies 
close to tbe soutbieastorn ezti-omity 
of Lake Garda. Yerbna, the north-

How TUB Deputv Goverkdb of the Bank 
or England was Sncjuhed. — The Overland 
Mail, of recent date, says : Stino curious 
stories are current with rofoier.co to tho lalo 
panic in iho city. Ono ol these, which we 
rclato as it is told, without giving any opinion 
as to its accuracy, is to the following elTect : 
It is stated ibat tbe directors of the Bank of 
England were by no maaDS desirous of a 
suspension ol the Act. On Thursday, the 
lOtb iost., (as soon us the puspension of Over> 
end, Gurney & Co. was known), and during 
the whole of Friday, tiio accounts of Bovoial 
public companiiia and private firms wero 
transferred to Iho liank of Kngland lor 
greater security, and tho I'.ank drove a roar- 
ing trade in discounting first-clasa bills at 
very high rates of interestj But oo I'ridoy 
night its reserve had been so largely drawn 
upon tbol the dircotors were obliged to give 
way. Tho rolnotanco of the Hank parlor to 
consent to the Ifsuo of Government letter 
waa BO well known that, at the interview of 
liio dcpulution from tho joint-stock hanks 
with the Ctiancell ir uf llin Exohcqucr, it was 
thought noce3.i'.iry lo rcroinl tho right hon. 
gentleman, as well as tho directors of the 
Bank of Englund, that till the LondoD banks 
were in tho;8orae boat. The Deputy Gover- 
nor of tbe Bank of England was present nt 
their intorvicw, ond, pointedly addressiog 
him, the direotor of ono of Iho great joint- 
stock banks is rumored to have said—' Wo 
could shut you up by n oouplo of chcoiiuts 
to-ninrroiY morning !' Tbe hint caused no 
small Honsation. ' But you *ill not do it '!' 
interpoticd the Obancellor of tho Exchequer, 
anxious lo play the part of peaoomaker in 
tbe conflict of suob colossal interests. Tho 
bank direotor said nothing, but preserved a 
significant and menaoing silence. The 
Deputy Qovoriior, it was reinnrked, did not 
venture to deny the loot ; and it i.s uddod that 
no wliispcr of disi^alirif.TClioii at tho eu.'pon- 
sion ol tlui Act '.van aflerv.ardi. heard from 
any diruclor of tlii) Hank of I'^nglaiid."

The cry for rain still comes from a largo 
portion of our colony and from Queensland. 
Go the Nurtumbidgee and to tbe westward 
there it a great want of feed. Cattle and 
horses ore in poor coiiditioq, .though, abeep 
inanug^ to thrive. The sqiiattcra are anx- 
ious, and transactions in siucK are limited lo 
immediate neces.iitios. Thero Is liiilo or no 
employment in thu baih, and men are wan- 
dering about sc( king work. It is unlorlnnatc 
that the squatters have not moro inducemeni 
to fence and improve, because ju^t now, with 
labor abundant and at a moderate prioe. 
improvomenia could be carried out to a large 
o.\iont. Thu inquiry conducted by the Sel- 
ect Committee on the Slate of the Colony 
cliciied tbe fact that improvements were kept 
in abeyance by the doubtful tenure of land. 
This ia a, great drawback lo the ., prosperity 
of the country. Money that ought to go to» 
wards the development of fresh wealth is 
deposited in tho bunks at five por cent, inter- 
est, Iho uwnors not knowing what to do with 
it. In (^lUionsland Iho draught is, i( possible, 
inoio (tevero than in this colony. Heavy 
autumn rains liuvc bean known to occur, nnd 
may occur again, perliaiis, with Hoods. But 
oven flood.s would bo welcomed as a oliange 
to tho pr.)lonj;ed draught. 

Agricultural Fairs have been held both in 
Maitla'nd and batburst. .Flpar ia pooring in 
from Caliroroia and Chile at a rate that is 
astoni.shir.g the speoalators. The 'pr(oe has 
gone down rapidlyl and may go still lower if 
the iinpurtaiions ooniione.
